Some years ago we paid a visit to « 
roys! observatory in England, and, hav 
ing the good fortune to be previously ac- 
quaitted with the assistant astronomer 
in charge, he took particular pains in 
showing us the wonderful instrumental 
apphances and contrivances fur obtain. | 
ing, with mathematical exactness, the 
facts and data of his science—a science | 
whieh is one of the sublimest and most | 
awe inspiring that can engage the human | 
mind. 

We are not guing into a lengthy ac- 
count of the various imstraments in an 
observatory, and their uses, for all this 
ipformation can be easily obtained elae- | 
where. (ur special object now is to re- | 
late a curious and striking incident | 
which eccurred during our visit. tawelv. | 
ing moral lessons which we bave often 
remembered with advantage im after | 
life, 

In the course of our inspection, our 
friend, the assistant astronemer, pointed | 
out to us 8 certain instrument which ; 
called a mural circle, designed to observe ! 
the transit of stars across the meridian, | 
and to mark the angular distance of each | 
of these stars when so crossing from the | 
pole of the heavens. | 

“Vou observe,” he said, ‘the large | 
size of the instrument. It in a telescope, 





some feet in length, in conmection with 14 


a double wheel of wide circumference | 
and of heavy spokes. One wheel is fined, | 
and the other, you see, is movable with | 
the instrument, and the whole appara | 
tus is firmly supported in the f 
the meridian, on a long and 5 
axis, which axis is inserted deeply unto | 
this great column of stone, from whence 
is derived the name of the instrument, | 
‘mural (i.¢, wall) circle.” It is of the} 
greatest moment that this instrument | 
should be steady; even the slightest vi- | 
bration would vitiate an observation, 
vender it useless. To secure steadi- 
ness, therefore, this column of stone, or 
rather of marble, is of the most massive 
constraction. It rises, as you perceive, 
shout seven feet from the door, is sunk 
several feet into the earth, and the whole 
structure—column, circles, and teles 
dope—weigh together some one hundred 
and twenty tons. 

* You see that vessel there,” he said, 
while pointing to it. 

It was a large cup of mercury, resting 
on a brass stand, which had been set, | 
like the axis of the mural circle, into the | 
marble column |
